THE DON’T STAY TEACHERS 

At the moment, Canada is short of 
6,556 teachers. But 11,092 teachers 
will be completing their training 
courses this spring. 

At first glance, those figures, compil- 
ed through a natural survey by the 
Canadian Education Association, seem 
to forcast an ending to the current 
teacher shortage. But a closer look 
shows that the supply of fully qualified 
teachers — except In British Colubia 
~-is far from adequate. This trend is 
even more marked, when the long term 
picture is considered. 

Main reason for the gloom is the 
large number of annual drop-outs from 
the teaching profession, Many go into 
non-teaching occupations, marriage 
ends the schoolroom career of others. 
In some provinces almost 10% of 
teachers switch to other work every 
year. In Ontario alone, nearly 10,000 
teachers have been lost to the educa- 
tional system in the past six years.

SEEDING THROUGH HEAVY TRASH 
by 
OD. T. Anderson — Agriculture Engineer 


Recent reports indicate that soil drift 
ing is still occuring in scattered areas 
of the Canadian and American spring 
and winter belt. A combination of un- 
protected, dry pulverized soil, and 
wind, is all that is required to remind 
us forcibly of the even present threat 
of wind erosion. The crop seeding sea- 
son is still one of the hazardous pet 
iods. In spite of good crops and a good 
plentiful supply of protecting trash on 
fallows, many operators cover this 
trash with their srping cultivation and 
fail to carry sufficient protection on 
their seed beds. Occasionally heavy 
trash may present a problem in the 
spring, especially when fields are stub- 
bled in. The question of handling these 
fields will many farmers this 
spring.

The combination of dise tillage and 
a press drill has been found entirely 
satisfactory for stubbling in on trash, 
which has resulted from crops of 30 
bushels of less in Southern Alberta. 
Trash heavier than this may interfere 
with drilling, resulting in uneven germ- 
ination and emergence, 


The one-way disc type seeder will 
handle about the same quanity of 
trash as stated above, A good packer 
has been found necessary to provide 
uniform germination. The packer had 
to be used with caution on heavy clay 
soils, especially when very moist, or 
puddling may become serious enough 
to hinder emergencé, 


A redesigned hoe drill is now on the 


market. This machine will handle large 4 ; 


quantities of trash and can be used 
successfully behind subsurface culti- 
vators. Fields from which 40 to 60 
bushel crops were harvested have been 
seeded with this unit, Where the soil 
is very loose and the trash is very 
heavy, oscillating harrows, a trash 
mat, or a treader may be required a- 


head of the drill to consolidate the 


soil and break down the trash. 


Blade seeders have given excellent 
results in those areas where the weed 
population is mostly annual weeds. 
The operator must pay attention Lo the 
proper control of depth of seeding for 
best resu'ts with this seeder, Addition- 
al tillage may be required if noxious 
weeds are present and a packer or 
treader is advisable on all but the 
heaviest soils, 


Field investigations in 1952 showed 
that heavy unspread straw swaths can 
interfere with yields where any of the 
above methods are used, The reduction 
in yields on the swath covered areas 
averaged 2.2 bushels per acre for all 
of the above methods of seeding. It 
is well worth while to use a straw 
spreader or straw chopper in the fall. 
If a spreader has not been used, then 
cross-cultivation or the use of a trash 
mat or trash harrows will help to 
spread the straw and permit a job of 
good seeding in trash,

In highways alone an estimated $5.-

$35,952,020 on highways and bridges 
this year, almost $11,000,000 more 
than last year, 


the revolving fund for rural elec. 


trification associations will begin this 
year at $3,000,000, with an eventual 
limit of $10,000,000, With 10-year loans 
at BS % interest, the premier bel_eves 
member-farmers will have to pay only

The fund for municipal loans will 
be set up with $25,000,000 in the kitty, 
from which low interest loans will be 
provided for capital construction in 
cities, towns, villages and municipal- 
ities.

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CANADIAN GARDEN SERVICE 
by Gordon Lindsay Smith 


Keep it Simple- The most effective 
and impressive garden layouts, and 
especially for non-professionals, are 
the informal ones, This does not mean 
that shrubs, flowers, trees and lawns 
are put in helter skelter, Far from it, 
Some of the finest and most costly 
gardens in all Canada are decidedly 
in the informal category but into them 
goes the most precise and long term 
planning. The famous Butchart Garden 
of British Columbia are of the intormal 
type and much of the beautiful 
grounds around the Canadian side of 
Niagara Fa'ls, as well as about the 
Federal Parliment Buildings and the 
famous driveways of Ottawa, 

One doesn't see long straight rows of 
flowers or square flower beds there. 
Most of the planting is done in clumps, 
with sweeping but irregularly shaped 
lawns as a foreground to massed beds 
of flowers and groups of shubbery. And 
there is a deliberate “opening up” ef- 
fect. You see everything from any cen- 
tral point, Shrubbery, trees and other 
natural screening is brought forward 
here and there so that each turn in 
the path or each rounded corner of 
lawn reveals another view. 

Even in the smallest garden it is 
usually possible to get this same re- 
sult even if we only bring a few larger 
shrubs and flowers forward a bit to 
screen part of the back, and invite 
visitors to explore farther. 


General Principles — In planning a gen- 
eral layout small or large, there are 
some good general and fundamental 
rules to keep in mind, First of all we 
should know something about the fin- 
al height of the f'owers, shrubs and 
trees and in general keep the smaller 
things in front, so all may be seen. 
Color and time of blooming should be 
noted to prevent clashes, though na- 
ture can mix these things more pleay 
ingly than can man, But more serious 
than color clashing is no color at all. 
By checking with the seed or nursery 
catalogue for the time of blooming it 
is possible to have a succession of 
flowers from the earliestsnow drops 
in spring until the last chrysanthem- 
ums in the fall. 

Another general rule mentioned pre- 
viously it to avoid straight rows wher- 
ever possible with flowers and shrubs 
but rather to plant in clumps of two 
or three of each type and more, of 
course, with smaller things. 


The Centrepiece — Finally there is the 
foreground or centrepiece to consider, 
something that will show off the flow- 
ers and shrubbery. For this good 
lawn is indispensable, the smother, 
greener and finer the better, Far too 
many people think that a lawn will 
look after itself. It will not any more 
than a vegetable or flower garden, It 
should get the same close attention, 
the same care in feeding and mainten- 
ance. If it does it will give every bit 
as much satisfaction. In these articles 
you will be reading more about the 
lawn and its importance,

First Plantings—Nothing is gained and 
much can be lost by rushing the sea- 
son and trying to work soil while it 
is still damp and sticky. While most 
vegetables and flowers can be planted 
a little later than usual and will do 
almost as well, if we put them in too 
soon they will either freeze to death 
or get such a setback that they will 
be permanently checked. But, of 
course there are a few exceptions to 
every rule. Some very hardy things 
like sweet peas, grass seed, the first 
garden peas, shrubbery, trees and 
many herbaceous perennial roots, 
should be planted in the spring just 
as soon as the soil can be dug with- 
out puddling. These are cool weather 
loving plants and they must get well 
started before the summer heat. In 
very mild parts of the country these 
things are planted or set out in March 
and elsewhere not later than April or 
early May.

HINTS ON NYLONS 


When cutting out nylon material, 
it is desirable to allow at least % inch 
for turning (about 44 inch more than 
would be allowed for turnings in any 
other fabric). Do not make the seams 
too fine because nylon, being a rather 
springy yarn, has a tendency to un- 
ravel at the edges. 

Never try to tear nylon, Cut it with 
sharp scissors on a flat surface. It is 
easy to sew by hand or on the mach- 
ine, Nylon thread is ideal for this but 
a real-silk sewing is almost as good 
Stitch on your machine with a loose 
tension and a fine needle and when 
possible cut seams on the bias. 


Straight seams in nylon have a ten- 
dency to pucker, This can be avoided 
by using a loose machine stitch or by 
running the seams by hand. 

If you must press any part use a 
cool iron and test a scrap of the fab- 
ric first. For pressing seams, use a 
damp cloth,
